INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to hie amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provision aJ protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication.

Items I and III 

Present claim 3 does not correspond to any of the original claims. The only passage 
in the original application to which it might relate is page 5, lines 8-10 of the original 
description. That passage, however, does not appear in relation to curing and 
removal from the cured laminate. There is therefore no basis in the application as 
originally filed for a preformed material maintaining or returning to its preformed U- 
shape following curing and removal from the cured laminate. Claim 3 is therefore 
considered to be an amendment which extends beyond the content of the application 
as originally filed (Article 34(2)(b) PCT). As the description has not been adapted to 
the new claims, it follows that new claim 3 also lacks support in the description 
(Article 6 PCT). 

Item V 

Reference is made to the following documents: 
D2: GB-A-972 475 

1 D2 discloses a method of manufacturing a cured laminate, for instance suited for use 
as a conveyor belt (claim 1), in which a strip of e.g. film material is folded around the 
longitudinal laminate edges before curing (claim 1). After curing, the strip is removed 
again (page 2, line 23 and lines 127-129). Evidently, the overal strip configuration 
corresponds to the configuration of the longitudinal edge of the uncured material. D2 
discloses that this measure restrain lateral flow during curing which would lead to 
defects in the longitudinal edges of the cured laminate (page 1 . line 70 to page 2, line 
12; page 2, lines 25-35). 

While the strip disclosed in combination with the subject-matter of D2 is not disclsoed 
to be preformed, such preformed constrained means belonged to the prior art 
acknowledged by D2 (page 2, lines 25-28). Thus, the subject-matter of present claim 
1 is obvious over D2, and does not invovle an inventive step (Articel 33(3) PCT). The 
same is considered for the subject-matter of claims 2, 4-6, since these claims would 
appear to relate to obvious variations within the scope of present claim 1 .

Item VIII 

The following objections for lack of clarity of the claims are raised (Article 6 PCT). 

1 The term "removable" in claim 1 suggests a further delimitation of the restrictive 
material to be applied onto the edge which is not really there, since, in the practice 
of the present technical field, any material applied onto something may als be 
removed again, no matter how strong the bond might be: for instance by cutting etc. 
This term is ignored for the purposes of Article 33 PCT. 

2 While claim 1 states to be related to a method of manufacturing a laminate that is 
platically deformable until cured (i.e. a laminate before its curing), the method 
defined by claim 1 includes the curing step, and is therefore in fact a method of 
manufacturing a cured laminate. 

3 The description extends to embodiments which do not form part of the scope of the 
present claims. This inconsistency between claims and description detracts from the 
clarity of the claims.
